You would have to 
try a western saddle. But tell me, why does it 
become a matter of life or death?" 

Often, because a girl can't do something, she 
doesn't want the young man to do it. Ellen has 
weak ankles so she isn't able to go roller skat- 
ing, ice skating, skiing, or to play tennis. Does 
that mean that Herbert must give up the sports 
because she can't participate in them? When a 
young man and a young lady go together, they 
should have a variety of similar interests to help 
bind them. But there should also be a sensible 



allowance on part of each so that the other 
can do things that he or she likes and enjoys. 
Mildred is married to Jack. She doesn't like 
bowling. But once a week Jack goes with the 
boys to the bowling club and enjoys himself. 

"A woman should encourage a man in these 
things," insists' Mildred. "It is terrible for a 
man to have a feeling he must do everything 
his wife wants him to do without letting his 
individuality and personality have some free 
play." 

So what if the fellow wants to wear a brown 
tie with a blue shirt? So what if the fellow 
likes to go deer hunting once a year? So what 
if the fellow enjoys skiing? So what if the fel- 
low likes to eat unusual foods? Did it ever 
dawn upon you, the female, that in the course 
of married life, tastes and what we do may 
change a lot? You happen to be a city girl. Your 
husband gets a big job in a small community. 
When you move out to a small town, you are 
going to do a lot of different things than those 
you did in the big city. Your social life will 
revolve around the club; you will meet other 
people and find you have a car pool for the 
children; you will participate in a lot of com- 
munity and religious drives; you will even help 
fix up the home. 

If you did marry the kind of a fellow who 
did everything you said, he would, in the long 
run, be something of a spineless creature with- 
out personality, and then after a couple 
of years you would think of him as a MILK- 
TOAST! So long as it is .not a moral issue, 
then you should have respect for those different 
things he wants to do. Just as he too, should 
in all fairness, respect the things you want to 
do. Maybe it doesn't make sense to him that 
you and the girls all go out for dinner once a 
week and see a show.
